STATEMENT OF AN EXPERT. 


OfRcers and Men Who Serve on Frag­ 
ile Craft Say Th ere Is No Ch ance 
If Sh ot Hits Boat 


Wilfred Van N. Powelson, wh o h ad 
13 years’ experience in th e United 
States navy, and since h is retirement 
two years ago h as been assistant gen­ 
eral manager of th e Union Electric 
L ii^t and Power Co., says th at th e 
battle between 
Togo’s 
and Rojest- 
vesky’s fleets is no exception to th e 
battles on water, says th e S t Lou is 
Post-Dispatch .

Wh en an officer or a man takes 
service on a torpedo boat h e realizes 
th e desperate position h e places h im­ 
self in. Safety is sacrificed for speed. 
“Th e effectiveness of a torpedo at­ 
tack depends largely on th e nu mber 
of torpedo boats, and th e skill with 
wh ich th ey are h andled.

are low in th e water. Th ey are above 
th e su rface abou t th ree feet

are painted green and do not afford 
mu ch of a target for th e gu ns from 
th e battl^h lps.

Of 
cou rse th e popu larity of th ese foods, 
‘ch op feed,^ some people call th em, 
and th e large nu mber pu t on th e 
market, h as resu lted in th e produ ction ' 
of some th at are dark in color, wh ich 
gives opportimlty for adu lteration. A 
bad qu ality of wh eat is u sed in th ese 
dark stu ffs. 
“You don’t see mu ch genu ine bu ck­ 
wh eat nowadays. Did you ever th ink 
of th at? Th is is becau se it is grown 
in so few sections of th e cou ntry; th e 
su pply is so small th at it is necessar­ 
ily mixed with wh eat flou r. Th is 
doesn’t Inju re it, h owever, if th e ad­ 
dition is pu re and good. Th e bleach ­ 
ing of flou r doesn't Improve It Th e 
tests sh ow, too, th at It doesn’t In­ 
ju re it 
Th e new process dries th e 
flou r as age wou ld do, bu t does it in 
less time. Flou r two or th ree month s 
old Is wh iter th an wh en you first grind 


Th ere are many kinds of flou r 
now, standard grades, patents, bakers’ 
wh ole wh eat flou r, glu ten flou r. Mas­ 
ter bakers are tau gh t In th ese times 
to u nderstand th eir work, 
iney go 
to laboratories and sch ools instead 
of learning by 
an 
apprenticesh ip. 
Th ey leam all th ere Is to know abou t 
flou r and baking, with th e resu lt th at 
th ey can produ ce a loaf of bread so 
ch eaply th at no h ou sewife can com­ 
pete with th em .' If a woman valu es 
h er time, h er h ealth , h er looks, sh e 
won’t h ake bread in th ese times. If 
sh e pu ts even a small price on th ese 
sh e’ll find th at th e loaf sh e h akes 
costs mu ch more th an if sh e paid a 
nickel for ft at th e bakery.

not advertising; it’s a fact 
People 
are not baking, nowadays; th ejr’re 
bu ying th eir bread, pies and cakes.

Routes The Cause. 


THE LARGEST OF ANY YEAR. 


In Time» It is Believed» the Busin ess 
Will Show a Profit In This Di­ 
vision of the System. 


Washin gton , Jun e 2.—It is estimat­ 
ed that the postoffice deficit for the 
fiscal year will be in ex cess of |15,- 
000,000. 
The largest deficit in an y 
year hereto fo re was in 1895, when the 
ex pen ditures were $10,000,000 in ex ­ 
cess of receipts. 
The cause of the 
record breakin g deficit this year is 
n o t far to seek. 
The in sisten t deman ds of con gress­ 
men 
fo r free rural ex ten sion s 
has 
brought the ex pen ses of the rural ser­ 
vice to $22,000,000. In 1900 there were 
1000 free rural carriers an d the ex ­ 
pen se of the service was $420,000. 
In 1904 the n umber of carriers had 
been In creased to 24,550 an d the cost 
of the service had grown to more than 
$12,000,000. 
This year there are in 
roun d n umbers 
32,000 carriers 
an d 
the cost of the service is n ow more 
than $22,000.000 an n ually. 
It Is n o t believed there will be an y 
difficulty in In ducin g con gress to sup­ 
ply an y deficit for rural free delivery. 
A great difficulty Is in keepin g the 
free rural ex ten sion s within boun ds. 
Every coun try district which is n o t 
supplied is clamorin g for rural mail 
routes, an d the policy of the depart­ 
men t is to complete 
coun ty routes 
thro ugho ut the Un ited States so that 
each populous coun ty will have the 
mail delivered to every farm house 
within its area. The figures show a 
steadily In creasin g reven ue from rural 
routes, in dicaUn g that in time they 
will be operated at a pro fit

JAPS DESPI SE US. 


So Thinks a Now Famous War 
Correspondent. 


THERE IS A “YELLOW PERIL** 


The Hatred of a Man With a Brown 
Skin for His “Brother" Whose 
Epidermis Is White. 


That the Japan ese people hate the 
American s 
worse 
than 
they hate 
sn akes, is the avowed belief of Capt. 
Jas. Archibald, the famous war cor­ 
respon den t who 
has 
just return ed 
from the far east. An d ,he does n ot 
hesitate to say in plain En glish. IVs 
the race prejudice—the hatred of the 
man with the 
yellow skin for his 
"'brother” whose epidermis is white. 
“Why are 
you 
pro-Russian ?” in ­ 
quired a Newspaper En terprise asso­ 
ciation correspon den t of the famous 
journ alist. 
"‘I’m n ot. 
rm pro-American an d 
an ti-Japan ese,” replied Achibald. 
An d so was begun an in terview in 
which Archibald pictured the yellow 
peril in a n ew an d awful light. In 
which the world may be seen run n in g 
with occiden tal blood 
an d overrun 
with o rien tal commercialism. 
“I’m n o t pro-Russian ,” the war cor­ 
respon den t repeated, “but I’m glad 
you asked the question . Let me call 
your atten tio n to 
this kimon o Fm 
wearin g—you’ll see what I’m drivin g 
at presen tly.” The klmon a thus drawn 
in to the con versation was worn by 
Archibald as a dressin g gown . 
Its 
flowin g folds an d baggy sleeves hit 
the eye. 
“You will n otice it is of fin e mate­ 
rial. Well, you can buy kimon os like 
this on e for 20 cen ts each in Tokio. 
No, n ot quite; they charge about 3 
cen ts ex tra for fan cy work like this,” 
an d Archibald poin ted to his in itials 
worked elaborately 
in 
silk on the 
breast of the robe. 
“The Japan ese are the smartest, 
cleverest people in the world—^and 
they have n o commercial in tegrity. 
They buy on e American typewriter 
an d on e sewin g machin e an d make 
million s of copies. 
They can n ot im­ 
prove, but they are the best imitators 
In the world. I have seen Japs mak­ 
in g Sin ger sewin g machin es an d Max ­ 
im gun s ex actly like tho se protected 
by American paten ts. Japan ^ has n o 
paten t laws. They steal whatever de­ 
vices may prove useful to them. 
“You are sittin g on 
a very fin e 
couch.” 
Achibald has 
a habit 
of 
shootin g off on what seems fo r the 
momen t a tan gen t. “It must have cost 
a hun dred. 
Show a Jap that couch 
an d say, "Alle same,' an d he'll dupli­ 
cate It in the fin est wood, han d-carved 
an d all, fo r $6 . 
“Then how are you goin g to heat 
the Jap?” 
“The Japan ese n avy, boat for boat, 
Is the best on earth. Their soldiers 
are also the best—ex ceptin g the Chi­ 
n ese. 
“The Japan ese viewpoin t is hard for 
us to un derstan d. With him it’s Asia 
for the Asiatics. In every n ook an d 
corn er of Chin a, Japan ese emissaries 
are workin g, weldin g the two n ation s 
together. Together they will rule that 
half of the world. It’s sen timen t with 
the Japs—an d good busin ess. 
But 
mighty poor busin ess for us. That's 
why Fm an ti-Japan ese. 
“They talk open ly In Japan of tak­ 
in g the Phllppin es from the Un ited 
States. Mean while, they are the very 
pin k of diplomacy. 
Every jlu jitsu 
artist In this coun try is sen t here by 
the Japan ese govern men t for the pur­ 
poses of impressin g us with the high 
stan dard of western civilization they 
have attain ed. Now, con cern in g this 
Japan ese-Chin ese allian ce. 
I visited 
Gen eral Ma's army on the n o rthern 
border of Chin a, n ear the great wall. 
I foun d an army of 6 0,000 soldiers, 
perfectly equipped an d drilled. They 
had Krupp rapid-fire gun s of a more 
recen t type than an y we have In this 
coun try. 
They ,had 
Mauser rifles 
that were an improvemen t on an y­ 
thin g we can boast. 
“The officers carried the latest field 
glasses. I foun d field telephon es an d 
telegraph systems an d all the most 
modem devices of war. At Shan ghai 
I visited an arsen al the capacity of 
which was 2,000,000 roun ds of ammu­ 
n ition fo r small arms a week. They 
were also makin g h^vy gun s. 
“A promin en t Chin ese official said 
to me; *We had our wars an d killed 
people two tho usan d years ago. We 
got tired of It, an d in auguarated an era 
of peace. But n ow you have forced 
us back in to the barbarous practice 
of war. Well, If we must fight, we 
wlU.’ It's a combln atloli that ^ 
beat-thls Japan ese-Chin ese allto ce. 
An d I wan t to say right here that you 
n iustu't thin k your 
*1* 
good type of the 
Chin ese fighttag 
man . 
The fightin g men are of the 
n o r th - b ig , powerful. In telligen t men . 
averagin g n early six feet, an d afraid 


of n othin g. H© Is a bettef soldier thiR 
the Jap an d can outdistan ce American 
cavalry on a lon g march. The Chin * 
ese we kn ow are the coolies from that 
most despised of all Chin ese provin ­ 
ces—Can ton .” 
“Then what is the matter with the 
Russian s?” 
“ Five thousan d miles,'' said Aaf^dil- 
,bald. “That’s what’s the matter wéBi 
the Russian s. It isn 't the Japs lisiy 
must con quer first, but the five tiiea- 
san d miles which lie between their 
armies an d the base of govemmen L 
“Mean while, Japan is forcin g them 
back with overwhelmin g n umbers. Kn - 
rokl 
in variably 
makin g 
a 
flan k­ 
in g movemen t in force while the Rus­ 
sian s have n ot sufficien t men to op­ 
pose him. 
In n ot a sin gle en ^ige* 
men t of impo rtan ce has Japan had 
the best of a fron tal attack. 
The 
Russian s are good soldiers.” 
“An d sailors.” 
“No; they are poor sailo rs; a n a­ 
tion of lan dlubbers, while Japan is aU 
seaboard. Don 't ask me, though, how 
it will en d. But I will say this: that 
if Chin a an d Japan get together, as 
they are fully determin ed to do, there 
will be n othin g left for you an d me 
an d the o ther fellow on the oOm 
side of the world.”
